One 
embassy has news that the Kurds were the 
aggrossors ab Dlarbkin and ruthlessly 
slaughtered the Armenians, women and 
childron, and burned aud pillaged tho shops. 
"Tho massacre," Bays tho correspondent, 
"began on Friday and continued through 
Saturday and Sunday with inaatiablo and 
sanguinary ferooity," Theso bloody scenes 
aro tho diroot conBiquenoea of the Sultan's 
evaBiveneSB, and are likely to provoko Euro- 
pean intervention, when ib will be found 
that all the Powers aro in agreement. Tho 
composition of the board of control of Ar- 
menian reforms greatly disgusts Kiamil 
Pasha. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the Times 
gays : " Tho Young Turkish party has is- 
sued a manifesto appealing for aaslatanca to 
enlightened Europeans in their peaoeful 
effort to gain a constitution for Turkey." 

A speolal dispatch to tho Chronicle from 
Conatantinople sayB that tho Americans at 
Bitlls have wired to Constantinople that 
they aro all living togethor.

Ian Society had a very Buccoasful aocial re- 
union last night, 

J. H. Clemoa, a prominent London, Eng., 
mining expert, who has juat returned from 
Kootonay, has etated to thoae who sought 
his opinion that tho proapocts in Kootonay 
were good, but no great advance in prices 
wbb aa yot warranted. Beyond thia Mr. 
Clemes did not caro to speak for publication. 
Mr. Clemea represents a ayndicate with 
immoDBe capital, which ia ready to investi- 
gate any proposition already on a aound 
dividend-paying basis.

Rev. Father Cooola, the energetlo head of 
the St. Eugeno mission in East Kootenay, 
has, ib ia said, successfully negotiated the 
bonding of the Nip and Tuck placer olaim 
in the mission district. 

Huge supplemental shipments of frozen 
and salt Balmon bid fair, with the largo hali- 
but catch of tho season, to make this year a 
phenomenal one In tho history of the pro- 
vincial fiaheriea.

(From tho Tribune.! 
Concontratea to tho value of 820,000 per 
month are being shipped from the concen- 
trator at Three Forks. The Nakusp and 
Siooan railway haa been compelled to pat on 
an extra train. 

David Black, from the White Grouse 
mountain country, says the trail is com- 
pleted from the townslto of Davie to the 
foob of the mountain, and tho Copper King 
group has passed Into tho hands of a syndi- 
cate able to develop thorn. 

It 1b expected that trains on the Nelson 
.t Fort Sheppard railway will bo running 
the fore part of noxb woek to the new sta- 
tion, which ia a milo from tho business part 
of Nelson. Tho etatomonb that the difli 
oulties botweon that road and the Canadian 
Paolfio had been adjusted never had any 
baalB, as the Canadian Pacific lays claim to 
the entire wator front of Nelson. 

That the mineral district at tho hoad of 
Lemon croek oan bo moro ooaily roaohed 
from tho outlet at NolBon than from tho 
lower end of Siooan lake 1b a certainty. A 
party mado up of Mosara. Faas, Heckman 
and Gllhooloy arrived at N'llson on Thurs- 
day from Lamon crook, coming down by 
way of Nine-mile orook. Mr. Fasa clalma 
tho route easily practicable for a trail. It 
la oloimed the distance from tho outlot to 
tho head of Lemon crook is nob more than 
ton miles and that a good trail could bo 
builb for a thousand dollars. 

A good Btory cornea from Pllob Bay re- 
garding tho location of a couple of claims on 
Hooker ureok. Tho diaoovorer boforo stak- 
ing ib took atrip to Pilot Bay. While there 
during ono of hia b ilka ho gavo enough infor- 
mation to put Bomo of tho boya on.

tho ton, and after paying packing and treat- 
mend charges, netted tho ownora $113 a ton. 
Thia week the claims wore bonded to Messrs. 
Farley and Cribtondon for §10,000, a good- 
aized cash paymont being made. 

The value of tho oro credited aa exports 
from tho port of Nolson for tho month of 
October abrogates $180,730, divided as fol- 
Iowa: Gold, $117,615 ; sliver.

CHANDLER'S WAR-WHOOP. 

(St. Louis Globo Domocrat.) 

Tho declaration of Senator Chandler that 
" war botwoon tho United StateB and Eng- 
land ia inevitable," and that suoh a war 
" oan not oomo too aoon," will hardly bo en- 
dorsed by any considerable numbor of intel- 
ligent citizens. It is oaBy to talk about tho 
possibility cf v;ar and to boaat of our mili- 
tary rosourcea and our ability to whip any 
nation in tho world, but the aober truth ia 
that wo are not spoiling for a tight. It la 
not to our Intoroat to provoke an oxperlenoe 
of that sort. Tho polioy of peace la tho ono 
best adapted to our condition and to tho cir- 
cumstances whioh govern our material wel- 
faro and prosperity. Wo have bettor uses 
for our surplus energy than to sacrifice it In 
a struggle for military glory. There oro 
many other and better waya in which our 
national strength can ba assorted and our 
national honor advanced. The only war 
that could be justified on our part would be 
one from whion there could be no escape by 
honest and fair arbitration. It ia foolioh 
and miBohiovouB, therefore, for men like 
Chandler to raise a war cry and soek to 
make an occasion for hostilities with some 
other nation. That Bort of talk ia unpatri- 
otic, beoaueo It tonda to do the country 
harm, and ib should be condemned by re- 
putable newspaperB of all parties. 

There ia a certain lack of cordiality be- 
tween tho United StatoB and England, a 
kind of hereditary disposition to take oppo- 
site sldea ; bub thia does not imply that 
olbher of them wanta to make war on the 
other. They are ao cloaoly associated in a 
financial and commercial sense that it would 
be a sorb of insanity for them to appeal to 
tho sword for the aottloment of any dispute 
or miaundoratanding. Their rivalry ia not 
of the kind that is calculated to engondor 
warlike feeling and purposoa. They are 
bound together by ties of blood, language 
and sentiment not only, bub also by consid- 
erations of self Intoroat that affect all olabbcd 
and determine tho drift of publio opinion. 
Ib is nob likoly, bhorofore, that thero will be 
any war with England about Venezuela or 
anything eiae. Forhapa ib will become new 
easary to remind hor that Bho Ib going too 
far, and to notify hor that she muBt halt or 
bhero will be trouble ; bub there will be no 
fighting. She will find a way to retrace 
her steps without discrediting horself, and 
to keep peace with ua In an honorable and 
aolf-respecting manner. In short, theso two 
countries, moro than any other two in tho 
world, are amioably related, and there ia no 
raaaon to bellevo that they will ever again 
go to war with each other on any account.

The Mystery Surrounding tlm Death 
of Mattio Crow Develops Sen- 
sational Features. 



Did She and Cape Mudge Sally 
Die by the Same 
Hands 3 



Tho doabh during early Tuesday morning 
of the colored woman Mattio J. Smith, 
bettor known as Mattia Orow, hoa now de 
voloped into a mystery possessing strong 
sensational elements, the solution of which 
promises, to require a display of all the 
tulenta possessed by tho city polico force 
Deteotivo Perdue and his associates working 
in the caBe havo as a reault of tho post mor- 
tem examination abandoned all save tho 
murder theory, and from the nature of tho 
injorios from which the unfortunato 
woman's death resulted they havo oomo to 
the even more startling conclusion that when 
Mattio Crow'e assassin is identified he will 
be found to have boon responsible also for 
the death of Capo Mudgo Sally on tho 
Songheoo reservation on tho night of October 
18. In all save motive the two oases are 
parallol, and in eaoh the track of tho crimi- 
nal—if tho presumption of murder is in 
oaoh a correct one — has been moat clovorly 
covered. The.ro has yet, however, been no 
explanation of motive offered in connection 
with the reservation tragedy, while in the 
more recent casb robbery appears at a gianco 
to have inspired tho more dreadful crime. 

Several now and important points con- 
nected with ihe death of Mattio Crow had 
been ascertained by tho police when tho 
coroner's inquiry opened at 2 o'clook yester- 
day afternoon. Chief of these was tho testi- 
mony of the post mortem doctor, Mr. John 
Lang, M D. , who stated poaltivoly that 
death had been caused by strangulation, 
while the numerous bruiaos on the head and 
body had been very recontly inflicted. As 
to the possibility of suioide, Dr. Lang said 
that while tho deceased " might " perhaps 
have adjusted the fatal tio about hor nock, 
scch a thing was hardly more than a remote 
possibility — certainly not a probability. The 
other important witness of tho day was 
William Stedman, more generally known as 
Boscowitz Billy, who fixed tho hour of Mat- 
tie Crow's death at some time after mid- 
night ; he had passed tho house on Discovery 
street shortly before 12 and had seen the 
colored woman standing at hor door after 
her usual custom. She had saluted him 
with " Hello, Honoy," as he passed, but he 
had nob accapted the invitation to enter her 
house. 

The jury to whom this evidence, with 
that of three other witnesses, was submitted 
waB composed of Messrs. Joseph Loewen 
(foreman), H. Merryman, Edward NaBh, 
Charles Fetrow, John Frank, I J. J. Fish 
er, and F. O'G. Baaven Coroner Dr. 
Crompton presided, and Chief Sheppard 
conductod the inquiry on behalf of the 
police. 

Dr. Lang in hia evidence explained that 
overy indication of strangulation h id been 
presented by tho body wtien he made the 
post mortem examination upon it. The 
tongue protruded ; blood had flowed from 
the mouth and nose and crusted upen the 
face ;and when the fatal tie, tightly knotted, 
was removed from theneok,adeepdepression 
remained extending all tho way round. 
Thero wore numerous excoriations of the 
anterior cuticle of the neck, and several 
small hemorrhages, besides hemorrhages of 
the heart and its vessels- -all pointing to the 
same canse of death. Surface bruises, too, 
were numerous. There was ono largo patch 
on the left thigh (which might havo been the 
result at a kick) besides two bruises on the 
cheek bone, a soratch on the left ohoek, a 
diacoloration of one of the eyes, aid a bruise 
on the left side of the nose. On removing 
the skin of the scalp two other small hemor- 
rhages were discovered over the left eyebrow. 
All these minor Injuries appeared to havo 
beon caused by contact with a blunt instru- 
ment)— they could not havo beon made by a 
fall from the bed to the floor, though possi- 
bly some of them might have resulted from 
a fall from the bod and against some article 
of fnrnlture. 

Police Constable Carson told of visiting 
the honso of tho deceased on Discovery 
street, in conoequenco of having received a 
reporb of her death from Edward Kohrig, 
who for years had lived with her. He de- 
scribed how the body was then lying on tot 
left side botween bhe bed and the wall, 
clothed in a light shirt-waist with standup 
collar and a ekirt of some light material. 
(The atooking was on the left foot, while its 
mate, turned inBido out, was oubatquently 
discovered on the floor In another portion of 
the room. The inferenco drawn by tho con- 
sti.bla was that the stocking had buen hastily 
removed in a searoh for money. A portion 
of tho bed clothing was over tho lower 
part of the body ; tho pillows were 
Sn their propor place on tho bed and 
each slightly dinted, while tho btd appeared 
to have been occupied by two people, tho 
impression of two bodies remaining on tho 
smoothly-drawn Bheot. Tho drawers of the 
bureau in the room wore all standing open 
and their contents appeared to have i^en 
hastily ronaaakod, for articlea of eiot.limg, 
etc., were scattered about everywhere. a 
hand satchel hanging behind the door was 
also open, and empty. Curiously onough 
the dead woman's pockotbook, with 50 cents 
in money In it, and her jowol bor, contain- 
ing a number of Bmall trinketn, romainod 
unmolested. Rohrig, who had glvon first 
information of tho case, accompanied Offioor 
Carson to the houBO and was thoro warnod 
to bo oarefnl in any statement ho might 
volunteor as there was a possibility of it bo 
ing usod in ovidenca against him 
After this caution ho had stated 
tbab he returnod homo drunk at 
about 11 30 Monday night, and, seeing the 
lights Btill burning in the front part of the 
houao and in tho libtlo room acrosB tho hall 
from hie own, wonb to sleep at onoo, with- 
oub taking tho trouble to undress. His sus- 
picions were aroused, ho explained, and ho 
investigated when on awaking in the morn- 
ing ho found tho lights still burning. 

May Williams, a woman friond, wan 
placed in tho witness box to narrato par- 
tionlars o! a co.nvorsation she had had with 
tho deeoaeod on Monday evening at about 
eighb. Mottle Crow had called upon hor 
to got a couple of bottloa of boor, and had 
complained of continued ill-health. She had 
also asked for a return of 25 oents tho wit- 
ness had previously borrowed, explaining 
that aho had just paid hor rent and was 
"broke." Ou loaving she had remarked 
thab she had to hurry homo as aho had din- 
ner in the o«on. As to Rohrig, tho wltneBB 
had seen him ab Mattio Crow's whonever 
she had called there. He had lived with 
the deceased upwards of live yoirs and 
Mattle had told her thab when in liquor ho 
was very rough with her.

witness of the day, incidentally contradict- 
ed not only tho Williams womsn's testimony 
bu f also certain parb : calars in tho evidence of 
Officer Carson. He had dined with the do- 
cked on Monday evening, ho said, and 
dinner was over and ho was down town bo- 
fcroS o'clock. Mattio had that evening 
given him §5 she bad rocoivod during tha 
day, to take care of for her, and one had 
left in hor purse, ho beliovod, about 50 or 75 
oents, bo thab aho waa not " broke " He 
had known Mattio Smith since ISS.'iand had 
boon living with her here for about five 
yoars ; in hia prosperous days ho had sup- 
ported hor — latterly he had bmn out of em- 
ployment and Bhe had provided him with 
a homo, aud at tlmen given him money. 
While down town on Monday night ho had 
overal drinks, but when ho loft tho Trilby 
and wenb home at 10:30 or 11 o'clook, he 
waa not at all drunk though he felt tho 
effeots of tho whiskey. Ho found the back 
door looked but oponod ib with his key, 
entered and ro locked it. Ho thon saw a 
ght burning in the hall and another in the 
sitting room across -the hall from his apart- 
ment. This waa nothing unusual and ho 
went to sleep at once, noD waiting to un- 
dress. An hour or so later ho felb chilly 
and removing his olothes again turned in. 
Ho waa awakonod by the milkman knock- 
ing at tho front door shortly after 8 in tho 
morning, and finding the lights Btill burning 
pub them out and went into the deceased's 
room, finding her body lying on the 
floor. He disturbed nothing before 
calling in the police, but as soon as Consta- 
ble Carson had gone for the coroner, made 
up his dirty and clean linen, his extra 
clothing, overooab and umbrella into a ban- 
die and Bent them away. He was absolute- 
ly certain that the light was still burning in 
the morning in the little room aoross tho 
hall from his own and that he pnt it ant 
with tho others. 

Tho caBe was hero rested with tho jury, 
Chief Sheppard announcing that he had no 
more evidence to introduce at present ; and 
after upwards of an hour's deliberation the 
following verdict was obtained : 

"That bho deceased woman, Mattio J. 
Smith ntherwino known as Mittie Crow, 
came to her death from atrangulatlon be- 
tween the hours of 11:30 p m. of Monduy 
and Sum of Tuesday uf this week, ab hor 
home at 27 Dieoovery otreot, but >i'hether 
her fatal injuries were then and th i self- 
inflicted or otherwise we have not smlielont 
ovidence before us^to deoide." 

This open verdiob loaveB the mystery as it 
was beforo the inquest, though the police are 
now satisfied thab the caae is one of foul 
play. Thoy are inolinod to the thuury that 
Mattie Crow's aBBailant was, comparatively 
at least, a stranger to tho premises, and thoy 
do not place great importance upon the con- 
tradictions contained in Rohrig's evidence. 
If he was nob drunk, they say, why did he 
go to bed with his clothoa on ? Tho most 
important point in his ovidonce is to them 
hia repeated assertion that the light in the 
room aoross the hallway from his own wns 
burning when he camo home, and wua pat 
out by him in the morning. Evidence is 
understood to bo obtainable tbab this lamp 
was nob lighted at all on Monday night — 
and that, in faob, theie was nob a drop of oii 
in ib to burn.

To tiik Editor : — In to-day's Colonist 
appears a letter from Mr. Cartmel, which — 
nnliko Aid. Bragg's report — gives undoubted 
internal evidence of being the work of the 
man whoso name appoarB at tho bottom, of 
it. Whin Mr. Stioklea' services as superin- 
tendent of construction of olectric light plant 
was diapenaed with, beforo he was allowed 
to draw his money, he waB compollod to 
hand over all tools in hia charge, and Mr. 
Cartmel has told us how aasiduoualy he 
worked to make Mr. Stiokles toe tho mark. 

Now Mr. Curtmol took Mr. Stiokles' place 
as superintendent of construction, and, as 
he himself admits, received from Mr. 
S ickles tho tools in question. When Mr. 
Cirtmol was succoeded by Mr. Hutcheson 
Mr. Cartmel demanded eight dollars per day 
for his sorvioes. At the moetlng of counoll 
at which his libtlo bill was passed Aid. Wil- 
son (as ono of the electric light committee) 
demanded from Mr. Cartmel tho tools ho 
h id received from Mr. Stiokles or an account 
of where they had gone to, bub till this 
mornirjg's issue of the Colonist, ao far as 
the couacil is aware, thore was no response. 

Mr. Cartmel says, " I never was a city 
offiolal," Will ho tell us what ho gob $8 
per day for, and threatened to suo tho oity 
if ho did not get it ? Why did he receive 
toola from StiokleB, or make drawings, or 
look after work at tho station > He also 
oays " thore is more than met tho eye" in 
rny remarks ab tho council board. Probably 
Mr Cirtmel feels if thoro is not, thero 
ought to bo. In fiaylng this I do not for 
one momenb seek bo creato the impression 
that Mr. Cartmel la guilty of appropriating 
anything.

TWISTJNOS ANB TURNINGS. 

It Is no Becret that when Mr. Laurier be- 
gan his political oareer and for many yoars 
afterwords he was a otaunoh and outspoken 
protectionist. So late aa 1E76, when the 
great majority of Canadian Liberals were 
professed free traders, Mr. Laurier advo- 
cated protection. In the Beaaionof that year 
he said in the Hoaae of Commons : — 



" Whab my honorable friend has said aa 
to my protective proclivities ia porfoctly 
true, and I do nob deny that I have loeu 
protectionist, which I am still. . . . 
It is asserted by many and aBnumod by 
otfcars that froe trade ie a liberal principle 
and protection a Conservative principle, 
beg to dissent from thia doctrine. I see 
nothing political about it ; it ia purely a 

matter of social economy If 

I wore in Great Britain I would avow free 
trade, but I am a Canadian barn and 
resident here, and I think wo require pro 
taction." 

Since that timo tho Leader of the Opposi- 
tion has adopted and advocated many trade 
theories. When the exigencies of his party 
required it he became a zaalouB advocate of 
commercial union with the United States 
This we are froe to admit wbb not in a pro 
tectionistas inconsistent aa it appoara. Ab 
commercial union involved the adoption by 
Canada of the tariff of the United States 
against alt the world, Great Britain includ- 
ed, and as that tariff was the most proteo 
tivo bhen in existence, Canada under com- 
mercial anion would be a protectionist coun 
try. Finding commercial union straight 
was too strong a dose for Canadians, Mr 
Laurier'a party changed its name to unro 
■atricted reciprocity and became an advocato 
of that policy. As this was high protection 
— tho highosb kind of protection under an 
other namo — tho protectionist Liberal could 
consistently support it. It also meant 
discrimination in trado againab Great 
Britain, and, bb Bomeof ita advocatoa admit- 
ted to a chosen few, political union with the 
United Stabee. It was rejected by loyal Can 
o-dianB, among whom w^a the Hon. Kdward 
Blako. 

Finding disguinod annexation unpalatable 
to the people of Canada the Liberal leaderB 
pitahod upon " free trade as they have it in 
England " aa a policy to go to the country 
with. Everyone knows how zealously and 
how oloquently Mr. Laurior advocated Brit 
iah free trade — in theory. VVhon, however, 
he was hard pressed by praotioal men he 
qualified his statements in scab, a way, and 
became so Indefinite that it was easily seen 
that whatovor Mr. Laurior meant by British 
free trado ib waa very far Indeed from being 
tho free trado that baa boon in operation in 
Groat Britain for nearly fifty years. 

When Mr. Laurier'a caroor is reviowed it 
ia nob hard to see that on tho trado question 
ho has been ail things to all men that he 
may Rain supporters for tho Liberal party. 
It is evidonb that his political eoonomy is 
eminently political, and that ib can bo modi 
tied ab a very shorb notico to suit tho oxigon 
oies of party or even the prejudices of 
placos. Tho last modification was made the 
othor day in North Waterloo, whoro tho 
Liberal elootora and their favorito aandidato 
are rigid protectionists. Thon Mr. Laurier 
went baok to hia position of 187G and was 
for tho nonoo a moderate protectionist. 



lurtee. Coal haa been worked Jn England 
for ten centuries, though it does not appear 
to h*vo bocn used for manufacturing pur- 
poses until the reign of Queen E 'z.beih. 

In a late number of Chamber's Journal 
there is a very interesting artiole on " The 
Coal of tho World." Wo loarn from it that 
the estimated quantity of coal In Great Brit- 
ain is 140,000 Aillon tons. Some German 
experts have calculated the quantity in the 
aoal cellar of tho United Kingdom to be 
198,000 million tons, (This is of course a 
perfectly unimaginable quantity, bub it is 
nob considered by any means inexhaustible. 
Germany's store ia 112,000 million tons, 
France's 18,000 million, Auabria-Hungary's 
17,000 million and Belgium's 1!3,000 million 
torjB. 

From theso Immense Btores Great Britain 
»>akeB out every year 185 million tons, G',r. 

many nearly U miilitfti t8n«i France up- 
wards of 25 million tons and Belgium 194 
million tons. Groat Britain is by far the 
greatest consumer of ooal in tho world. Itfl 
consumption ia .'i :S0 tons per head per 
annum. Belgium cornea second ; its con- 
sumption la 2 48 tons per hoad. The United 
States ranks third, consuming 2 42 tons por 
head per annum, Busslft* consumption of 
1 aoal shows that alto Iii a nation of farmers in 
a wooded dountry. Her oonaumption of 
coal is aoVou-hundredthB of ono ton por hoad 
per annum. Spain consumes oxactly doublo 
that quantity per hoad and Austria-Hungary 
only thirty-one hundredths of a ton por 
head per annum. 

It can eaBily bo understood thab coal min- 
ing gives employment to a good many per- 
sons In all civilized countries, There are 
many moro ooal miners and ooal workers of 
different kinds in the United Kingdom than 
in any other country of tho world. Tho 
number of persona employod In the mines of 
that country ia aab down at 640,000. In 
Amerioa — the United States and Canadt.we 
presume — the number of porsonB engaged in 
the coal mining Industry is 1165,000. The 
German mines five work to 290,630 persons; 
thoBe of France to B10, 000 porson3, and 
those of Belgium to 116,860. The total num- 
ber of persons employed In the coal -mines of 
Europe ia estimated to be 1,294,450. 

The production of coal in Australia and 
New Zealand la quite oonsiderable. It ia 
eaid in New South Waloa the coal measures 
embrace an area of about 24)000 square 
miles, and thoao of QuoonBland oxtend over 
an area al 14,000 equare miles. Tho output 
of tho -mines of Now Zaaland is alroady 
700,000 tons por annum. India is known 
to have extenaivo coal (ielde from which 
quite a large quantity of excellent coal is 
taken. It ia believed China posaossea im- 
mense storeB of coal which so far have been 
hardly touched. There are coal moaauree 
in Formosa, and Japan Is eaid to be rich in 
coal. There are no doubt largo areas of the 
earth yet unexplored In which coal will be 
found. We reproduce from Chamhera's

TURKISH RULE. 



It is generally supposed thab the rulo of 
the Sultan is the extreme of despotism, that 
ho requires of hia subjects unqueBtloning 
obedience and slavish submission. This 
may be truo in theory, but theory and 
practlco are as often at variance in Turkey 
as thoy are in othor countries. Tho Sultan, 
it is said, ia of a kindly nature and mild in 
hiB disposition. If ho had hiB way thero 
would bo no such thing as oppression or in- 
justice in bis dominions. But, aa wo all 
know, many of the Sultan's aubjeets are 
most cruelly oppressed and are forced to 
Buffer the moat wickod and wanton in- 
justice. How is this 1 Tho reasons aro 
many. The Sultan'a Govornmont is woak 
and many o^ the servants whom ho ia 
obliged to truab are exceedingly corrupt and 
tyrannical. Tho people, boaidos, are fan- 
atical and aro taught to hato and deapiae 
those who are nob of their roligion. Their 
law has tho direct sanction of religion and 
cannot be alterod and amondod to suit cir- 
cumatancos. If tho deoroes of tho Sultan 
are in opposition to the prinqipIoB of this law 
the Sultan could not onforce obodienoo to 
thorn. 

The code in Turkey Is cillod tho Multeka 
According to ib Chrisbians are to be troated 
with Indignity by the authorltioa. Here is 
ita voraion of tho rule bb to paying the ran 
Bom tax : 

Tho Zimmt must pay tho trlbuto standing 
whilo the collector sits. When tho collec 
tor takos tho tribute from him he should 
treat him vory harshly bb by shaking him 
and beating him on tho breast or evon drag 
Ing him on tho ground and should say at tho 
same time, " Give tho tributo, O Zimml O 
enemy of Allah." And thiB ho shall do to 
degrade and disgrace him, and if he should 
rofuso to pay tho tributo some say that ho 
Bhall be imprisonod and foroed to pay, bub 
the majority of law authorities agroe that ho 
must be put to tho sword or mado a slave. 

" Tho bearing of thia unropealablo law on 
the mBB8aore of SaBsoun," saya " A Quar- 
terly Roviowor " in tho Forbnlghtly Roviow, 
" is obvious. Tho Porte encouraged the 
Kurde to rob tho Christiana, tho Turkish 
ollioera sharing the plundor, and the wretch- 
ed Christiana being thua ao impoverished 
that they wero unablo to pay their ordinary 
taxes and legally forfeited their lives. Nor 
la thia lll-uaage of Christiana an obsolete 
law In a forgotten atabuto. Ib Ib in force in 
the inborior of Turkey now, and was In 
force until latoly in a town ao full of Euro- 
poana and ao often visited by European 
fleet* and travellora as Bsyrout."

There was a large attendance at tho 
mooting of the Slnglo Tax Club in Tompor 
ance ball yesterday evening. Dr. Ernest 
Hall proaiuod.aud in a short address an- 
nounced the object of tho meeting to bo a 
debate on bho question. " Is privato property 
in land justifiable." He first callodfor sup- 
porters of the affirmative, but as no one 
seemed willing to come forward ho then an- 
nounced that supporters of the negative aldo 
had the floor. Mr. William Berrldgo opon- 
ed tho debate on tiio negative aidn by mov- 
ing, " That in tho opinion of this mooting 
there ia and can be no just title to an pxalu 
sivo possession of the soil, and that privato 
property in land is a bold, baro, enormous 
wrong, llko that of chattel slavery." 
Ho supported tho resolution in an 
earnest speech, contending first that 
tho only original title to land was violocco 
or robbery ; and aooondly, that the only ob- 
ject of acquiring land, when bought not for 
use, was roally robbery, as tho purohosor 
hoped to appropriate, under tho name of 
rent, a portion of tho earnings of workers 
who might uee the land at eomo futuro timo 
He then argued that property was now 
ownod by an unjuBb system of land monop- 
oly, and that tho ultimate end would bo 
either a revolution or a return to chattel 
Blavory if tho present system was oon 
tinued. Mr. J. Mallott soaonded tho resolu- 
tion and was followed by Alderman Macmll- 
lan, whose argument was that many local 
evils wero tho result of " tho system of 
monopoly." After a few moro addresses 
were made tho meeting was brought to a 
close by tho adoption of the resolution.

PROM SMALL BOAT OR SCHOONER 

Were Forrest and Butler With or Away From 
the " Walter A. Earle '» When They 
l.ost Their Lives. 

It is tho general opinion in loci shipping 
circles that tho noto enclosed in a bottle 
picked up in Northern waters a abort timo 
ago — and which b^ars th» slgniiturfs of Hon 
ry Butler and Ch"'?* Fnrrost of tho lost 
sohooner Walter A. E.rlo — waB not written 
aboard the sohooner during tho perilous 
hours in which sho was battling with tho 
elomontB for her life, but in one of the bunt- 
ing boats that had been separated from 
the aohooner before the storm-wrought 
catastrophe. When tho E»rlo met hor fate, 
it is agreed, death came so quickly to those 
aboard that there oould be no time spent In 
letter writing. The tenor of tho pote that 
has beon piaked up also boars out the theory 
now advanced ; here is the message : 

" We have loBt our vessel and do not ex- 

gect to hang on much longer. (Signed) 
[onry Butler, Charles Forrost; sohooner 
Walter Earle, of Victoria. April 17, 1895." 

Further corroborating thia bhoory, Captain 
H. F. Siowerd has just received a letter 
from Rev. Mr. King, of Masset, Q.C.I , in 
whlcli ho states that a scaler's boat was re- 
cently picked up by tho Indians of Queen 
Charlotte.

THE WOMEN'S COUNCIL. 

inspiritlne Address Delivered by Lady Aber 
deen to tho Women of Vancouver. 

Vancouver, Nov. G —(Special)— Lady 
Aberdoen addroasod the women of Vancou 
vor at Dana hall last night, boing intro 
duced to the large audience by Lady Reed 
Her Ladyship wurmly praised tho Women's 
Councils of Vancouver and Viotoria for their 
work in connootion with tho duty on opium, 
find tho valuable statistics they had com 
piled for tbe National Counoil of Women 
for Canada, at tho instance of Mrs Potter 
Palmer, president of the Conereas of Women 
at Chicago. 

The Countess advised attontlon being 
givon to tho collection of statistics, as they 
will bo includod in tho yoar book of 
Canada. Tho good work of tho local branch 
in sending literature to Bottlers and miners 
throughout tho province was also alluded to, 
Her Lordship oongratulated the Local Coun 
oil in their choice of Mrs. McLagan to ropre 
sont them in Toronto at the recent congress 
and Bpoke in praiBo of the Bplendid report 
Mrs. McLagan had presented at tho Toronto 
meeting. Matters of moro general interest 
wore then touched upon, and it was stated 
that at the instanco of tho National Council 
inspectors wero appointed for factories in 
which women woro employed. Lady Abor 
deen urgod tho local oounoll to support the 
Minister of Education is his expressed de 
Biro to legislate in favor of manual instruc 
tlon in schools. Tho caao of womon prl 
aonors was referred to. 

It waB mentioned that tho following 
matters are to be taken up by tho Local Coun 
cila thia yoar : To ascertain faota regarding 
tho degeneration of teeth of the children of 
tho presont generation ; and to consider tbo 
queation of tho restriction of the working 
hours of womon and children ; repro3Bion of 
the dissemination of pernioous literature. 
Such literature it had boen abundant'y 
proved found it way into tho hands of ohil- 
dren, andparonts wero warned to watoh oIobo 
ly what their children road. An extract waB 
read doaoriptlve of the aims of an asaocia 
tion known as tbo Parents' Educational 
Union. 

At tho conclusion of Lady Aberdeen's ad- 
drasB a hoarty vote of thanks wa8 tendered 
to her. 

His Exoollenoy proposod a vote of thanks 
to Lady Reed for so ably presiding at the 
mooting.

THE WHITE HOUSE. 
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PHENOMENA OP FATIGUE. 



How People ttet Tired and How They 
May Recuperate in a Natural 
Way. 



An Instructive and Valuable Paper 
by Drill Instructor John St 
Clair. 



The following paper wbb road ftt the last 
meeting of tho Toaohera' Association by Mr. 
John St. Clair : 

The aubjaot matter of this essay i« con- 
cerning that musoular pain and powerlesB- 
neaa of which we hoar ao muoh now-a-daya 
Baron Loibig and other prominonb physiolo- 
gists havo described fatlguo aa a " dimin- 
ished roconatruotivenosa," that is to say, 
when work is performed by a muaolo it Iosob 
a part of its own tiBsue faster than tho 
pathio olemontB of the blood can make up 
for It. In tho main thiB ia correot, but re- 
cant research has ahown that tho physiology 
of the mattor la muoh more oomplioated. 

In the firBt placo musolo has an inherent 
power of its own, that for want of a batter 
word ie called " nervouB onergy." If you 
geparato a muscle from its blood supply and 
cut off all connection with the motor centres 
of the apinal cord and the brain, it ia poasl- 
blo by the aid of boat or electricity to make 
that muscle contraot and exhibit the pheno- 
mena of fatigue. When a musclo contraota 
it naturally draws an increasod How of 
blood to itself. The oxygon In the blood com- 
bines with the carbo hydrates present, In the 
musoular cells, and eots up combustion — 
this generates force and therefore the muscle 
contracts poworfully. 

Muecle la traversed by nervous filamentB, 
and the lirsb senaation of fatlguo ia tho pain 
experloncod by thia senaitive mattor caused 
by itB being rubbsd, crushed and poaaibly 
torn by the more or loaa violent friotion go- 
ing on. Then breathleaBneas oralis, oaueed 
by the exooBalve combustion of the carbo- 
hydratea. This forma principally oarboiiio 
•eid gaa, a volatile compound eaBlly got rid 
of by the lunga and the skin, if the work ia 
stopped. If it la continued, however, its 
presence will cause an exoruolating pain 
and, later on, auto-intoxication. If tho 
muscle la a soft one — ono not accustomed to 
work and full of atale reservo matter, not 
only is oombustlon but the conaequen! 
formation of carbonio acid gas terribly ox 
ceaalve, tho nltrogeneous tissue of the muscle 
ia attaoked and the pain of tho nervous 
filaments la intense, when work ia being per 
formed. All thU gives riae to further die 
aatrona complications. 

Watch a hard man working. After a time 
he loaeahlB breath, aa the Baying goos; all ho 
has tc do then ia to reat two or three min- 
utea and he wilt regain hla breath and bo 
able to eo on with hla work a8 vigorously as 
ever. Now watch an enfeebled man at tho 
same sort of a job. Hla agonies are eo fear 
ful that he haB to knook off pretty soon ; 
bub hla rest la not for two or three minutes 
only, nor hourB nor days, bnt wookB perhaps, 
and if he was very atale before working, his 
reat may be forever. When stiffness con 
tinues vory long after work it Is a positive 
sign that the aore muscles are aoft and 
feeble and that the work was using them up, 
The blood washes out tho muscle and re 
movea tho carbonio acid gaa easily enough, 
but the other matter— the product of the 
nitrogenoua waste, ia bo sparingly aolublo 
t hat it takes over twenty-four houra some- 
times for the blood and tho kidneya to fin- 
ally eliminate it from the ayatem. 

Rigor-mortia aetB in very quickly after the 
death of a hunted animal owing to tho 
amount of this matter present in the over 
worked ayatem, and the collapso of over- 
training is aiao attributed to thia cauae. 
One muab not confound thia organic fatigue 
with the dynamio fatigue of " cold " mua- 
cleB, aa in the latter caae there is no appro 
clable diaturhance of nutrition. For In- 
atance, when you hold yonr arm out for a 
time steadily it ia the nervous energy I have 
already referred to that eupporta It; and it 
la ail owing to the anaesthesia of this matter 
that hypnotised persons are able to remain 
in the moat fatiguing attitudes without dis- 
comfort). 

It would appear at firBt sight that fatigue 
was rather a hardahip to living creatures, 
bat it 1b not ; in faot it is very muoh tho re 
verao. Here ie a aimilitudo that makes that 
point clear. Lot ua compare .'. atoam engine 
to muaole ; the fuel of the engino furnace 
corresponds to tho carbo-hydrates In the 
mUBcnlar cella ; oxygen causes combustion 
in both oases. The smoke of tho furnace is 
carried off by tho funnel and the volatile 
products of combustion in tho muscular tia 
ano are carried off as wo breathe. Besides 
that the engine's fuol loaves an ash. 

I have already told you that combustion 
in tha muscular tissue doea tho same, leaving 
that mattor that cauaea atiffneea and ia sc 
hard to eliminate. It would oven row ap 
pear that tho atoam ongine had the advan- 
tage as it can work right along and mus 
clos nood roBt Imperatively at times. It ia 
there wo havo tho boat of it — tho engine 
eoonor weare down to a wreok tho harder it 
ia worked. Hut during the muscular ro- 
posc noconaitatod by fatigue, nutrition re- 
constructs the mubdo with tho pathic elem- 
ents of tho blood, whioh aro phenomenally 
abundant after healthful work. Thus tho 
harder yon work muBcloa — with attention — 
tho strongor they booomo. 

Musoular power in man can bo easily de- 
veloped to an aatonishing dogroo of perfec- 
tion. So long aa a strong man can obtain a 
few miuuteB now and then to raoover hla 
breath, ho can work right along Bix days in 
every week without fatiguo. I havo hoard that 
tho ahatira— slaves who run before the chariots 
and horsoa of Eastern prlnoes— think it a 
very ordinary performance to run 100 miloa 
in 12 consecutive houra ; and I know that 
the Rekas of Tunia run very 
long distances without fatigue. Then 
horora whon they moot to fight to 
a finish aro wonderful examples, at any 
rate, of man's muscular power. At ono 
time tho rounda laBted ton mlnutos, now 
thoy aro limiced to threo. Oao would think 
that this would lessen tho brutality of such 
encounters; but it is not so. Tho reat allows 
tho boxers to recover their breath, and eo 
enabloa them to mako their blows more mur- 
derous and decisive. liven under auoh con- 
ditions battles have lasted for houra. 

Thoso inatancos aro not bo much to tho 
point, however, as the following one, whioh 
I am certain will appoal to your sympathy 
und belief in an instant. I refer to the hum- 
ble Canadian pioneers. I havo lived and 
worked with them on tho prairie and in tho 
bush, and hotter comrades and hoartlor and 
moro able workers I havo novor soon in my 
life, Tho speed with whioh they work and 
tho magnificent muscular Btrength they poa- 
eess are only equalled by their Immunity 
from fatigue and their manly self reliance — 
work as thoy portray lit appears beautiful ub 
well aa noble and holy. It would be utterly 
impossible for those men to work as they do 
if they wore subjoct bo fatigue. How do 
they oicapoit? By having boen Inurod to It 
from childhood to maturity, and tholr man- 
hood Ib consequently a glorious ono, and re- 
ferred to the world over as tho aomo of mus- 
oalar hardihood and fortuity of resource. 

All our young pooplo will, I hope, bo 
spared to work for tholr living. Intellectual 



ibillty aloue will Boon bo greatly at a dis- 
count and the natural means of support — 
manual labor— will porforoa claim their at- 
tention, AcouBtom them to work bsforo 
triny work in earnest, and the battle of lifo 
will be eaaier for thorn. Teaoh them the 
laws of the conaervation of energy ; make 
them exerolao their musolea till they " firm- 
up " and can roslst fatigue, and supposing 
that manual labor should nob prove to bs 
their lot, the provlnco will be tho better for 
tboir presence, for they will be healthy. 

One day when a pause ooourred during 
drill I Biid to my pupils In regard to this 
aubjaot, " It ia all thiB way. Why do your 
handB get soro when you use the rings ? 
Because your hands are aoft. And why do 
your muscles get stiff and Bore when you 
work ? For the very same roason, thoy are 
soft and feohle. Now you all know tha 
hands uuu grow so firm that they will sup- 
port your weight without hurling you 
Well ! your muscles can grow till thov re- 
sist fatiguo, if you work them enough. Now 
that's It — you must resist fatiguo. Llko 
neuralgia, it ia no ploasanter the longer you 
havo it. Well toned nervea resist neuralgia 
and firm well trained musolea reBist fatigue. " 

I have beon asked why do involuntary 
muscles such as tho heart nob foul fatiguo 
like voluntary ones? The reason ia thoy 
oommodato thomaolves to tho law of tho 
conservation of onergy. When they exceed 
that law they do fool fatiguo and very acute- 
ly too. It would make this paper too long 
to explain thia law, briefly lb la somothing 
like habit. There Ib a lot of imaginary fa- 
tigue ; but that subject is too trivial for at- 
tention. Children sometimes complain of 
fatiguo, but it ia only growing pains. They 
havo neither the will nor tho nervous-energy 
to really fatiguo themselves. 

In conclusion : Never stop working sud- 
denly, ss a copious flow of blood iB necessary 
to remove tho produots of dissimilation. If 
you let the circulation drop tho rrmclo after 
work will not be properly washed out. If 
you aro in good condition hatha in cold 
water as heated blood effects tho nerve 
centres, but if you aro delicate don't use 
cold water as it drives the blood Inwards 
The circulation of tho blood in healthy folks 
robonnda with benefit from tho oold douche 
Feeble folkB cannot find Bimple remedies 
tor fatiguo: Here ia a positive rolief for 
fatigue of the feet that I will vouch for 
Take off your shoeB and chango right Book to 
lefb foot and vice vorao. After a while torn 
them inside oub and change alternately ad 
infinitum. Tommy Atkins does this.

Farmers 
have disposed of most of tho grain they havo 
had to sell ana are now busy with tho full 
plowing, whioh hag been favored to a groat 
extent by the reoenb rains.

The first annual meeting of tho Counoll of 
Women of Victoria and Vancouver Island, 
to be hold at tho city hall to-morrow, 
promises to be exceptionally intoroatiog and 
Important to all ongaged in women's work. 
The agenda haB now boen completed and ap- 
proved by the oxecutivo, and Ib given bolow. 
The aeasionB open at 10 in the morning, and 
the work of organization ia of course first on 
tho liat. The morning programme ia aa fol- 
Iowa : 10, ailont prayer ; 10.05, roll call ; 
10 1,3, minutes of last annual meeting ; 10 20, 
president's opening address ; 10 HO, correa- 
pondenoe ; 10 33, appointment of memberB 
of tho council aa roturning officers and tell- 
ers for the ballot voting (if nocoeaary) ; 10 40, 
annual roport ; 10 50, friendly holp roport ; 
1 1, roport of affiliated societies by oorres- 
ponding Beorotary ; 11 15, roooption of now 
societies ; 11.16, appolntmont of auditors; 
and 11. HO, voting for officers by ballot. 

At 12, tho resolutions Bonb in by looal 
counoils and by tho executive committee, of 
which tho following, from tho Y.W.C.T.U., 
iB first, will come up : " Whereaa Chineao 
childron aro growing up in tho oitlos of 
British Columbia without instruction, edu- 
cation or training, Reaolvsd that oduoatioo 
relativo to the Chineao and other foreignera 
in British Columbia be compulsory ; and 
whereas slavory among Chinese girls on Can- 
adian territory exists, Resolved that if tho 
law bearing on slavery bo clear and definite, 
It bo enforced ; if not,, that it bo bo tmondod 
and onforcod that no Chlnoao girl or for- 
eigner ean be bold as a slave on British ter 
ritory." This resolution has been plaoed In 
Miss Bowes' hands to move, and will be 
Beoonded by Miss Shepherd. 

Tho afternoon session is to be opened 
sharp at 1.30, the consideration of resolu- 
tions being continued. Their order is given:

Whipped Cream. 

In whipping cream the secret of sue 
cuss is to have cream and dish as cold 
as possible. If the froth is skimmed off, 
as is sometimes recommended, it is apt 
to fall after a time, it is bettor to beat 
steadily until the whole mass is the 
proper consistency. It may be sweet- 
ened by adding a little sugar at a time, 
and the flavoring can be dropped in 
when it. is nearly solid. Very thin 
cream cannot bo 'whipped. If it is too 
thick, it must be diluted with a littlo 
milk, or it will tuwi to butter in tho 
process. 

Household Hlnta. 

Do yon know that a stale loaf of broad 
can be freshened by putting into a bak- 
ing tin, covering with another tin and 
baking 20 to 30 minutes, according to 
heat and size of loaf? Then wrap in a 
cloth until cold. 

Try adding a fow figs to stewed pears. 

Dip brooms in boiling water occasion- 
ally to make them tough. 

All that need bo done to bronzes is 
to keep them free of dust by brushing 
with a soft brush and rubbing over with 
an old silk handkerchief upon which 
some vaseline, only a trace, has been 
smeared. With some bronzes tho dust - 
ing and rubbing with a leather will be 
enough. 

To make a sandbag touso in the place 
of a hot water bag: Make a square bag 
of heavy linen or firm cotton and fill it 
with silver sand. A bag of sand retains 
tho heat much longer than water. Heat 
a bag of sand in an oven. 

Sweetmeats, such as jollies, jams and 
pound for pound preserves, must be saved 
for luncheon or dmiior. 

A disinfectant ought to bo used in the 
kitchen sink as often as onco a week, 



Ham Toast. 

Cut rounds of bread with a cake cut- 
ter, toast them a delicate brown, butter 
and arrange them in order on n dish. 
Have ready a pound of cold ham finely 
minced, mixed with the beaten yolk of 
an egg, 4 tablespoonfiiks of cream and a 
very littlo cayenne popper. Heat it and 
spread it on the toast. Milk may be 
used instead of cream if half ateaspoou- 
ful of butter is added to it when boat- 
ing. This is a good way to uso the re- 
mains of cold ham when tho pieces are 
too small to bo inado prcsontablo other- 
wise.

Peal, core and slico tho poors into a 
granite or crockery dish, sprinkle by 
layers with sugar to sweeten. Pour on 
half a cupful of water for each pint of 
fruit. Cover with a plato and bake 
slowly until quite vf*U douo and the 
sugar and water jellied down. Lot cool 
in samo dish until solid; thou turn out 
on a serving dish.

THE HYAM8 TRIAL. 



Contention by the Crown That the 
Warehouse Was Occupied tu Bring 
About the Death of Wells. 

Coustaut Surveillance of the Jury by 
a Special Staff of Police 
Officials. 



Toronto, Nov. 13.— (Special)— In his ad- 
dross to the jury in the Hyama trial to-day 
B. B. Osier, crown prosecutor, brought 
foroibly before them the faot that the large 
insurance which Hyama hid placed on the 
life of Willie Wells would neoeasitate the 
payment of premiuma exceeding §30,000 in 
twenty yeara. Aa the HyamB brothora had 
no viaiblo means of mooting such premiuma, 
only ono possible object could have boon in 
view, and that waB to briijg about the early 
death of W oils, In ordor to secure tho in- 
surance. Hyama had routed a warehouse 
in which scarcely any business waa done, 
and ongoged u typewriter whoBO solo duty it 
was to uddroBB envolopoa which nover left 
tho office. This waa cited to show that the 
occupation of tho warehouse waa for tho solo 
purpoBo of causing WelU' death by moans 
of tho elevator weight. 

Dr. King waa the tirat witness called by 
the orown. Ho was medical adviser for the 
Hyama, and atatod that on the day of the 
aooldont Harry Hyama came to hla offico 
and told him that a man was injured in the 
warehouse. King on hie arrival at the ware- 
house found Hyama terribly agitated. Ho 
described the oondltlon of Wells' body, 
which, ho said, was quite warm. The body 
looked as if it had been dragged to tho po- 
sition it waa in on account of the straight- 
fned condition of the limbs. Tho head of 
the body wan inclined towards the olovator 
shaft. The condition of tbo skull was fully 
described, showing that more than ono line 
of force had produood the fractures. King 
was subjected to three hours oroaa examina- 
tion and admitted that at the time he fully 
believed it was an accident. Uo aaid the 
long wcund on the forehead could havo been 
produced by a sharp edged instrument, but 
not by a chisel or hammer as the Crown had 
formerly contended. Tho condition of the 
skull was conaiBtont with the atory of the 
accident as described by tho prieonors at 
the time. The jury is carefully guarded 
from both press and publio, being constantly 
under the surveillance of a special staff of 
constables.

Every pew waB occupied and all the 
aisloa with tho exception of the centre aisle 
were thronged with guests who could not bo 
accommodated with seats. Women of 
wealth and soolal prominence vied with eaoh 
other in the rlohness and grandeur of their 
equipage, tending to make the occasion 
one equal in brilliancy to the old world 
court lunations. There was a surpllcod 
choir of Bixty voiooa. Immediately the 
choristers were seated, the New York Bynv 
phony orchestra, under the direction of Wal 
ter DAmrosch, oommenoed playing tho wed 
ding march from " Lohengiin," and shortly 
afterwards Mrs. Vanderbllt, aooomponic " 
by her two sons, W. K , jr., and Harold, 
entered tho churoh and were escorted to 
their seats. Sir Julian Paunoefoto, repro 
senting the Duke's family, aooompanied by 
the members of the embassy, were esoortod 
to thoir seats. 

Tho bridegroom, aooompanied by his beat 
man, Mr. Ivor Guest, walked from the ves 
try to tho chancel rail, where they awaited 
the coming of tho brido. A few minutes 
aftor the Duke's entrance, the bridal pro- 
ccsaion formed and proceeded to the chan- 
cel. Tho bridesmaids were Miss Katberino 
Duer, Miss Elaa BronBon, MIbb May Goulot, 
Miss Laura Jay, Mlaa Daisy Poat, Mias 
Evelyn Burden, Mlaa Morton and Miss 
Mario Winthrop.

Republican Candidates Are Returned 
In the Greater Number of 
the States. 



New York Cily Carried by Tammany 
by Not Less Than Seventy 
Thousand. 



Now York atate ia considered to have 
gone Republican by about 70,000, though 
tho oity waa c»rrlod by Tammany. Now 
Jersey wont Republican by 20,000. Mary- 
land waa overwhelmingly Republican; Penn- 
sylvania, Republican by 150,000 ; Mas- 
sachusetts by 05,000, Iowa by 06,000 or so, 
Oh:o by abjut 100,000. Kentucky is pro- 
bably Democratic, and Utah may bo con- 
sidered Republican. 

IOWA. 

Des Moinks, Nov. 8 — The Republicans 
claim the state by G0,000, while the Dem- 
ocrats concede 33,000, whioh was Jackson's 
plurality two years ago. Tho Republican 
oemmittee statoB that tho house has 74 
Republicans and 26 Demoorats, and tho 
aonato 42 Republicans and 8 Demoorats. 
The Populists make largo gains all ovor tho 
state, making their total vote 50,000, tho 
largoat ovor polled in the etate. Thoso 
state 1 dicers, all Republicans, are olootod : 
Governor, Francia M. Drake ; lieutenant- 
governor, Matt Parrott : superintendent of 
publio Instill c ion, Honry Sabin ; railroad 
commissioner, George W. Perkins ; aupromo 
judgo, Joaiuh Givon. 

KANSAS. 

Tope k a, Nov. 6. — Tho election has con- 
tained a number of surprises. Holliday, 
Indopondent eandidato for chief juatieo, 
carried Shawnee, Sedgwick and Atchison 
countioB, and, although ic is not bolloved 
that there ia any chance of hla election, he 
haa received a largo vote. The anti-Prohl 
tinnlsta, Populiats, and Democrats succeeded 
in electing Keploy, tho fusion candidate for 
sheriff, owing to the prohibition clement, 
who would not vote. The Republicans 
made good gaina in many counties. 

KENTUCKY. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 6. — Tho returnB 
recoivod up to noon snow Bradley's majority 
growing. He claims tho etato by 15,000. 
The lower houao of tho legialature is Re 
publican, but the Domocrata may carry tho 
senate on tho joint ballot. 

MARYLAND. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 6.— Incomplete 
returns, inoluding Baltimore, indicate tho 
election of LnwndeB for govornor by at leaBt 
15,000 to 16,000 plurality, oarrying tho 
comptroller and attornoy-geuoral. Tho houao 
of delegates will porhaps have more than 
Bixty Republicans. Tho senate will bo 
close. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Maaa., Nov. — Governor Green 
halgo is re-elected by 3.4-44 plurality, 1,933 
less than his majority last year. The muni 
oipal suffrage for women waa defeated by 
about 75,000. 

MISSOURI. 

Kansas Citv, Nov. 6 —Returns show 
that tho Republicans buvo mado a clean 
sweep of the State, carrying a majority of 
the countioB entire and oleoting many 
officers in others. 

NEW JERSEY. 

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 6 —The estimated 
plurality of Griggs, Ropublioan, for govorn 
or, ia 24,300 Of the aoven senators voted 
for five Ropublicana and one Democrat wore 
eleoled. Of the sixty aeBemblymon elected, 
forty are surely Republican, thirteen Buroly 
Democrats, and aoven in doubt. 

NEBRASKA. 

Omaha, Nov. 6. — ReturnB from various 
portlona of Nobraakashow that Norval, Re 
publican, for the Supreme court, is elooted 
by a large majority, and Republican gains 
on all sides. The vote for the two D jmoorat 
candidates is v«ry small. 

NEW YORK . 

New York, Nov. 6 — As a result of yoa- 
torday's election tho new legislature of New 
York atate will have In tho assembly 99 Ro- 
publicana and 51 Democrats, and in the son- 
ate 35 Republicans and 14 Democrats and 
independents, 

Virginia. 

Richmond, Nov. 6. — The election closed 
one of the most apathetic campaigns known 
in Virginia for yeara. The detailed returns, 
so far as rocoived, show that tho new senate 



will contain 34 Democrat* and 6 anti-Demo- 
cratu, and tho house about SO Democrats 
and 20 anti-Democrats. 

OHIO. 

Columdus, Nov. 6 —Chairman Anderson 
of the DemocratiosLate committee, Bays the 
reports up to 12 o'clock show a Repuolican 
plurality of 8,000 to 9 000. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Philadelphia, Nov. G.— The Republican 
tickot throughout tho state was uniformly 
successful.

THE FRENCH MINISTRY. 

Prophecy That It Cannot Last Long— M. 
Bourgeois in a Lamentable 
Minority. 

Paris, Nov. 6 — WhenthenewRadioalmin- 
istry mado its dobut in tho chamber yeatorday 
it had a great buccobs with tho extreme left, 
but the centre and Conservatives seemed 
mado of marble. Not a plaudit, not a 
movemont proceeded from them. M, 
Bourgeois was quite alive to the effect he 
produced. He had begun tho reading of 
his declaration of policy in a very self-con- 
fident manner, but presently his voice bo- 
gan to falter. No inoidont of any Impor- 
tanoo took place, and tho chamber adjourn- 
ed to Thursday. Tho prophecies made as 
to tho duration of the new ministry con- 
tinue unfavorable. It Is clear that M. 
Bourgeois haa only 160 supporters In the 
chamber, nonce there are nearly -100 votes 
againBt him. His flr»t difficulty will be tho 
strike at Carmaux, which haa now lasted 
six months, and which tho government 
wants to have Bottled by arbitration. The 
workmen are willing to adopt this course, 
but if their employer rofuaeB the situation 
will become one of inextricable difficulty , 
for the present ohambor will novor vote for a 
measure directed against the intoreatn of 
employer*.
